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The health of the household during the period covered by this 
report has on the whole been good, although we are obliged to 
record the death of two of our pupils. 

Lenora Needham, of Central City, was attacked by typhoid 
fever, and suffering at the time from internal injuries received 
previously at her home, died after a short illness, 

The other is the case of Edward Allen, a colored boy, who 
was killed on the railroad near Silver Creek. 

The Physician’s report will give an account more in detail of 
the health and sanitary condition. | 


CHANGES, 


Misses М. E. Henderson, О. T. Plum, and Belle Hudson have 
been appointed to fill vacancies in our corps of instructors since 
my last report. 


METHODS. 


The methods of instruction as heretofore reported, are still in 
vogue. In the last two reports the fact was mentioned that a 
series of experiments were being made with a view to the de- 
velopment of the dormant hearing of the partially deaf. 

These experiments have resulted in the demonstration of the 
fact that this dormant sense can be aroused, cultivated, and 
utilized in the education of this class of our pupils, 
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This departure from our ‘ordinary methods used has been 
ternied the aural method. | | 

The results obtained here have attracted wide attention, and 
investigations and experieuces are being made in this direction 
elsewhere which will doubtless result in gréat good to this class 
of children. 

We have now twenty-seven pupils under aural and oral in- . 
struction. The class is in the charge of Miss Plum, assisted by 
Miss IIudson. They are doing excellent work in the develop- 
ment of speech and hearing in these pupils. Too much cannot 
be said in favor of this method for those whom it is intended to 
benefit. In the words of one prominent in the work of educat- 
ing the deaf, “we have lifted ont of the mass of deaf mutes, 
some of whom it may now be said that they are no longer deaf, 
but only hard of hearing.” | 

A paper advocating this method was presented by the Princi- 
pal of this Institute at the National Convention of Articulation 
Teachers, at New York, in June Jast; also at the Conference of 
Superintendents and Principals of Institutions for the Deaf and 
Dumb of the United States and Dominion of Canada, at Fari- 
bault, Minn., in July, and the General Educational Convention in 
Madison, Wis., during the latter month. 


. TRADES. 


The industries heretofore reported printing and carpenter 
work for the boys. Plain sewing, fancy work, and general houso-- 
work for the girls, are still continued. 

We have introduced wood engraving on a small scale, with 
the hope that we may. be able to develop it into something of 
real value to those who learn it. 

The printing office is now well equipped—eighteen boys are: 
learning this trade. There are twelve boys in the carpenter- 
shop. NE | 

For this trade we need funds to place it upon a good working. 
basis, 


% 
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Up to this time we have endeavored to make it self-sustaining, 
and have succeeded fairly well, but we find that to accomplish, 
this we are obliged to sacrifice more or less of its efficiency in 
teaching a trade. We сап manufacture those articles only for 
which we have ready sale, and which unskilled labor can pro. 
duce, and these are limited, Of course the boys do not have the 


opportunity of becoming proficient in any branch of the trade. 


In industrial schools there is a course of instruction laid-down 
for the pupil to follow, beginning with the most simple forms 
and ending with the most difficult. 

A, boy who completes this course becomes familiar with tools 
and proficient in their use, and is prepared to begin a trade 
according to his taste and ability. 

This view ог an industrial school, in general, I take to be the 
true one, and particularly true with reference to. the industrial 
school in connection with the Institution for the Deaf and Dumb. 
This view and the one which makes of it a self-sustaining con- 
cern are antagonistic in principle, and for this reason assist- 
ance in the way of funds is asked. 


FEEBLE-MINDED. 


Applications are constantly on file in this office for the admis- 
sion of feeble-minded children into this school, These children, 
though they have good hearing, are unable to speak, and it is 
thought that the defect is in the vocal organs, and that such drill 
as our articulation methods afford would be all sufficient to bring 
about speech; but the deficiency is not in the vocal apparatus. 

These are not fit subjects for a deaf mute school. Nebraska 
has no provision made for such children. I have made some 
effort to look up statistics in reference to this class of children in 
our state, and find that we had in 1880, according to. the census 
of such persons, 356, of whom 209 were under twenty years of 


` age. These persons are growing up among us untaught, un- 


trained, and anprovided for, to become à burden to.society and 
an expense to the state. 


= 
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Considering the great benefits afforded this class by institutions 
for their instruction and development in other states, it would.be 
a matter of justice to them, and of philanthropy on the: part of 
Nebraska, to institute measures for the establishment of such a 
school that their condition may be improved. | 

Irecommend this to your consideration for such action as will 
in your judgment seem wise. 


IMPROVEMENTS. 


The improvements provided for by the last legislature have 
been made. A neat frame barn has been- built, of sufficient 
capacity to accommodate the needs of the Institute іп this direc- 
tion for a number of years, | 

The shop building has been erected, and has been in use for 
some time, but owing to the fact that it has not been plastered, 
and the upper story not ceiled, and that no provision was made 
for heating it, we have not been able to use it in cold weather. 
An appropriation is asked for to put it in suitable condition for 
use. 


IMPROVEMENTS NECESSARY TO BE MADE.

Until within the last year our water supply has been sufficient, 
but now as the consumption is so much greater we find it inade- 
quate, We have been, and are obliged to haul water for heating 
purposes and domestic use, This condition, therefore, has be- 
come a serious matter, and one which demauds the immediate 
attention of the legislature that an abundant supply may be pro- 
vided. Estimates have been made and submitted, which will be 
found in the Auditor’s Report. Of the other necessary improve- 
ments for which estimates have been submitted, are a smoke- 
stack, additional electric light, laundry machinery, supplies for 
shops, sewerage, and more room. In case of the latter, it is 
sufficient to say that the building. occupied by the boys is crowded, 
and we have been obliged to move a number of them into the

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old portion of the shop building, which room we need for other 
purposes; hence, the importance ot providing more accommoda- 
tions. + à 

, In the matter of appropriations made by the last ]egislature, 
an error was made which caused us much embarrassment. 

In the item for appropriations for teachers, physician, matron, 
foreman, ete., by error the law reads for two years, while it should 
have read per year, thus making provision for one year instead 
of two years. 

This error was discovered in the original bill when before the 
committee on finance and ways and means, and corrected there, 
the printed words for iwo years were crossed out and per year 
written above the line. See original bill on file. This correc- 
tion was not carried out in the law. We would have been 
obliged to close school but for the accommodation received at 
` the hands of the United States and Merchants National Banks 
of Omaha, and Capital and First National Banks of Lincoln. 

These banks advanced the funds to help the school through 
until such time as the legislature could correct the error. It is 
to be hoped that relief will be afforded them at as early a day as 
possible.

Commissioner of Publie Lands and Buildings : 

Soon after my last report, two years ago, five cases of typhoid 
fever occurred in the Deaf and Dumb Institute, all of them 
within a short time of each other, and among the younger pupils. 
One of the apparently mildest cases died —probably owing to an 
internal weakness from an injury received at home a few years 
previously. This is the only death that has occurred among the 
pupils since the Institute was established. No cause for this out- 


ж 


- break of fever could be discovered. Мо cases have occurred 


since. 

During the winter of 1888-4 there was an epidemic of measles 
—thirty-five cases. Some of these were pretty seriously sick 
with complications, but all recovered without bad results. ~ 

There have been a half-dozen cases, or so, of chicken pox 
during the current term. 

In the fall of 1888 there were also a few cases of malaria, bat 
in all instances the poison was imbibed before coming to the In- 
stitute. 

Among the serious casualties was one of a broken thigh bone, 
the result simply of a fall while at play. He recovered in a re- 
markably short time, with an excellent result. 

As usual, among so many children, trifling accidents have 
resulted; likewise many lighter cases of illness not worth a place 
іп this report. 

The hospital accommodations are sufficient, and the nursing 
and care of the sick have been without fault. 

Now that the Institute can be supplied with water by the 
Omaha City Water Works Co., immediate steps should be taken 
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to that end. The sanitary condition in all its phases is excellent 
at present; but there is no guarantee that serious calamities may 
not befall us at any time from scarcity of water. It has been no 
uncommon thing to have to haul water long distances to make 
up the needful supply for daily use. Such a state of things is 
not only hazardous to the material prosperity in which the State 
is interested, but also to the health and lives of the inmates, 
Additional water supply will also necessitate an increase in sew- 
erage facilities, and I heartily endorse the recommendations of 
the Superintendent for these objects.

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RULES AND REGULATIONS. 

I. The Nebraska Institute for the Deaf and Dumb is educa- 
tional, and children and persons living in the state are admitted 
to all its privileges free. 

П. The applieant for admission must be of good moral habits, 
between the ages of seven and twenty-five, of sound mind, and 
free from contagious disease. Persons either younger or older 
may be admitted, at the discretion of the authorities. 

III. Each pupil should come with suitable clothing to last one 
year. The clothing should be marked. A few dollars should be 
left with the principal for repair of shoes, ete. 

IV. No pupil will be allowed to leave the Institute before the 
close of the term, without permission of the principal. 

V. Pupils will be required to conform alike to the rules and 
regulations.  ' 

VI. Applications for admission or information should be made 
to the principal of the Institute for Deaf ane Dumb, Omaha, Ne- 
braska. 


УП. Information is required before entering on the follow. 
ing points:

. Year, month, and day of birth. 
. Cause of deafness (if known.) 
. Whether deaf from birth. 
. If not, at what age and from what cause? .

VIH. There will be one session each year, which will begin on 
the first Wednesday after the third Tuesday of September, and 
close on the first Wednesday after the third Tuesday of June. It 
is of the utmost importance that all should be present at the 
commencement of the session. 
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
